bloodshed that are sent out from the 
scene of tiouble, Mr. Barrett stated 
:hat the oft-reported fights are large- 
,y dieams^of irresponsible newspaper 
correspondents who are hard up for 
a stoiy.

"There is absolutely no need for 


troops in Wilkesbarre or any of th3 
other ccal towns/7 said Mr. Barief, 
'and we are led to believe that th$y 
are there through the influence of the 
coal operators, Avho want to influence 
public sentiment against the strikeis. 
There has never been any occasion 
for 
the 
presence of soldiers 
in 


Wilkesbarie and I have never seen 
a disturbance of any kind that the 
ocal police and the sheriff could not 
have taken care of. 


"Not long ago," continued Mr. Bar- 


rett, "a leport was sent out about a 
mob of strikers clubbing a deputy 
sheriff nearly to death. The fact is, 
the deputy in question was paid a 
arge sum of money for his services, 
and becoming tired of his confine- 
ment in the mill, he decided to go 
down town and have a time. 
He 


oaded up on liquor and then went 
out and began to paint the town led, 
threatening violence to eveiy one he 
met: 
He assaulted a union miner 


and was'soundly thrashed for it by 
several of the miner's friends, which 
was perfectly natural. He was not 
even badly huit, but the correspond- 
ents fixed up a great story next day 
and dilated on the brutality of the 
mineis, giving in detail how an in- 
offensive deputy had been brutally 
assaiilted and almost killed by a 
cowardly band of strikers.

domptey the patty and offeis to lend 
any milit&ry aid needed to enable a 
successful landing. 


Prol W. J* McOee, in chaige of 


the American Ethnological buican,

'ably will raiake this t(he occasion foi } 
another visit to the 8eris. So fai 
as known, Prof. McGee is the only

BELIEVED TO BE CANNIBALS 
It is the belief of Mexicans on the 


Sonoiu nancGids, afeioss the oh'annel 
from iCie island, t'hat the islandeis 
are cannibals. Time and ag*am small 
expeditions 'have sailed tcfthe island, 
intending lo exploae'it, but 
they 


hlave leached only the b^aoh, or at 
most one &r two miles inland, where 
they were set upon by the natives 
and diiven off 01 killed, 


The Seris, in very recent years, 


have mia&e tftfriies on the laiaches of 
(the mainland, going even as far -as 
Cuaymas, arid (have carried off to 
then island Mexican women and chil- 
dren, taking them across the Au- 
gustur'a del Inferno (i!he strait of

*'Arizona Charlie" is todky one of 


the most interesting chaiacters of the 
west, not alone for his marked per- 
sonality, but for his record on the 
aange. Almost bis fiist experience 
with Indians was soon -after his pai- 
ents had removed from California to 
Arizona, when in an uprising of the 
Tonto Apaches bx>th of Ms parents 
weie massacred. 
The boy took an 


oath that he would avenge the imu- 
der, an oath which was not forgotten, 
as the record of subsequent Indian 
upiisings proves. 


He was engaged as a scout, and in 


many encounters with the Apaches in 
he wars onad'e by Chiefs Victoria and 
Geionimo, the last 
great Indian 


vais, in which General Lawton was 


i, conspicuous leader of the 
soldiers 


mgaged, "Aiizona Charlie" organiz- 
ed a band of about 100 cowboys, who 
for more than a year neglected their 
herds to fight Indians* On one occa- 
1011 he was in hand to hand conflict 
with Chief Oeronimo and gave that 
wily savage the only wound* wfhich 
he leeeived during the long war. 


W'hen Cteionimo had been captured 


and was on trial '"Arizona Charlie," 
being a witness, confronted the oid 
warrior. "I have nothing to say, I 
want nothing," the Indi&n answered 
the military board, "only that yea 
give me a gun, that I may shoot this 
man." Oeironimo made no othei re- 
quest during the trial.

"If I thought that there was any 
great danger in the trip I would 
abandon it," said the leader, discuss- 
ing his rplans. "There was a time 
when I could be counted iu on any 
undertaking that looked1 hazardous 
enough; all that I asked was that 
there was a big element of dangei, 
But I am well enough fixed now and 
I don't need to take any such 
ch'auces. I don't expect to have to 
do much fighting to gain possession 
•of the island, and if I succeed I will 
buy the land/* 


Men who are familiar with the Cal- 


ifoinia. Gulf islands and who have 
had opportunity to observe the na- 
tives of Tiburon do not agree with 
"Aiizona Charlie's" views of the 
ease with which the asland may be 
taken. One of these is Captain Lewis 
B. Hams, who, with the schooner 
Emma and Louise, has navigated the 
gulf m the guano trade among the 
islands, 
Keturning from a voyage 


he had this to say of why (he did not 
land on Tiburon: 


"We had intended to g>o "ashore at 


Tiburon- island and prospect for gold, 
but for a variety of causes iwe chang- 
ed our plans. For one thing, I never 
lost any wild eyd cannibals with 
pointed bellies, and I don't caie to 
And any. 
I learned while in the 


southem country that Lieutenant 
E, L. Robinson and his partner, Lo- 
gan, were surely killed, >and probably 
eaten, By the Seris on Tiouron, 
talked with a survivor 01 the paity, 
a Mexican,4who gave me the details 
of the case, 
And when I went to 


Tiburon and anchored oft the shore 
aud saw the Indians I believed the 
story, 
Suclx <hid«ou$, ferocious, ic* 


pulsive and utterly degraded people 
I never had seen."

ists, but before the command was 
given the Washington ethnologica 
bureau asked permission/ to collec

mysteiy. There at* no Indians like 
them elsewhere on the Nortn Ameri- 
can continent, and they resemble 
none of the South American tribes 
but the Patagonians.

One of the' mo*st interesting facts 


that will occur to anyone who exam*

Their settled 
population, concentrated on Chatham 
Island, is now less than 300.

guarantees protection to life and 
property.

When riot and an- 
archy <too 'great to (be appeased by 
the civil power occur fhe governor 
of ^Pennsylvania is bound to call 
out the state troops to suppress it. 
(He must fearlessly use the whole 


(po<wer of the state to protect life 
and property and to establish peace 
—not an armed truce, but the peace 
of ftfhe law, which protects every 
man at work and going to and from 
work. 


(He lias sent troops to the coal 


(regions. Gradually the power of 
the 'law is asserting itself. Unless 
tencouraged by false -hopes, order 
will soon be restored and then we 
can mine coal to meet the public 
wants. If the power of Pennsyl- 
vania i3 insufficient 
to re-estab- 


llgh the reign of law, the consti- 
tution of the United States re- 
quires the president, when request* 
ed by the legislature and the gov- 
ernor, "to suppress domestic vio- 
lence." You see, there is a lawful 
way to secure coal for the public. 


The duty of the (hour ig not to 


waste time negotiating iwitlx the 
fomenters of this anarchy and in- 
solent defiance of law, but to do 
•as was done in the war of the re- 
bellion, restore the majesty of law, 
the only guardian of a free people, 
and to re-establish oiftter and peace 
at any cost. 


The government is a contemptible 


(failure if it can only protect the

regard to the needs of the future. 
Anticipating the extinguishment of 
this useful fungus, the government 
has been making experiments to 
demonstrate the piacticability of its 
artificial propagation and ere long 
there will be a stock farm of sponges 
on the Florida coast, where a man 
can go and buy eggs or young 
sponges as he would buy hens' eggs 
or calves now.,

extent of numbing their faculties and* 
robbing them of ambition to push for- 
ward in their studjf' , The "cigarette 
fiends'* are nearly ahvays the listless 
boys, the pupils who are willing to get 
along in sort of slipshod fashion that 
does not call for any great expenditure 
of effort.

Each year, it seems, the age at which 
bojs begin the cigarette habit drops 
one or two notches.

The harshest 
measures in the power of the board 'of 
•education to adopt have been put into 
force. Principals und teachers have 
made and are constantly making per- 
sonal efforts to drne the use of thecig- 
arette out of the schools* All these 
efforts, however, have resulted in total 
^failure. 
At the present time one of 


^the most strongly enforced regula- 
tions of the school board is one \\hich 
prohibits smoking by the pupils in or 
near the school buildings, or on their 
way to and from school. Pupils found 
•violating this rule are invariably se- 
verely dealt with. The sharpest'look- 
out is maintained by the teachers 
themselves for boj's who arc smoking 
near the schools. Yet every day in the 
week the rules are being violated by 
scores of boys from each institution 
with the utmost ease and unconcern, 
The moment the boys in the high 
schools are dismissed for the noon re- 
cess the "smoke rush" is inaugurated, 
Dozens of boys scamper away in groups 
-as fast as their legs will carry them, 
and go off a short distance from the 
school. They seldom or never go fai- 
rway, usually around 
some 
corner 


•where they are not visible from the 
windows of the school, and where they 
can kec*p effective watch in all direc- 
tions. 


Mr. Allan Davis, the principal of the 


Washington business high school, who 
has given considerable time and study 
to the work of routing the cigarette 
out of the schools, said recently in dis- 
cusshig^-^matter: 


"I can safely say that,25 per cent, of 


the boys in the public schools are ad- 
dicted to the use of tobacco to a great- 
er or less extent, and fully fne. per 
cent, of the boys are habitual smokers 
of the Aarjety that are 
commonly 


termed *cigarette fiends/ This/smok- 
jng habit among the pupils does not 


" exist'to a greater extent in one school 


than it does in another. The habit is 
general." _ __

trade who wish to consider all sides 
of trie question and to face facts as 
they are," the article quotes-at length 
from the famous speech of Senator 
Gallinger delivered before the United 
States senate in support of the anti- 
canteen bill. "He," (the senator) says 
Barrels and Bottles, "quoted from a. 
series of interviews with physicians 
of Toledo, 0., secured by the Toledo 
Blade, prefacing their declarations by 
saying: 
. 
> 


"Toledo is essentially a beer-drink- 


ing city. The German population is 
very large. Five of the largest brew- 
eries in the country are here. Prob- 
ably more beer is drunk, in proportion 
to the population, than in any other 
city in the United States. The prac- 
tice of these physicians is, therefore, 
largely among beer drinkers, and they 
have had abundant opportunities to 
know exactly its bearings on health 
and disease. Everyone bears testi- 
mony that no man can drink beer safe- 
ly, that it is an injury to anyone who 
uses it in any quantity, and that its 
effects on the general health is far 
worse than that of whisky, clogging 
his liver, rotting his kidneys, decaying 
his heart and arteries, stupefying and 
starving his brain, choking his lungs 
and bronchia, loading-his body with 
dropsical fluids and unwholesome fat, 
fastening upon him rheumatism, ery- 
sipelas and all manner of painful and 
disgusting diseases, and finally drag- 
ging him to his grave at a time when 
other men are in their prime of mental 
and bodily vigor. Here are some of 
their statements;" 


Then follows a column from the doc- 


tors testifying to the "dreadful re- 
sults of beer drinking." These are a j 
few of the things they say: 


"JBeer kills quicker than any other 


liquor. My attention was first called to 
its insklious effects when I began ex* 
araining- for life insurance. I passed as 
unusually good risks five Germans— 
young-business men—who seemed in 
the best of health, and to have superb 
constitutions* In a few years J was 
ama/ed to see the whole five drop 
off, one after 
another/ ,with what 


ought to have been mild and easily 
curable diseases. On comparing my 
experience with that of other physi- 
cians I found they were all having sim- 
ilar lucl »vith confirmed beer drinkers, 
and my practice since has heaped con- 
firmation on confirmation." 


"Among the dreadful results of beer 


drinking are lockjaw and erysipelas, 
and the beer drinker seems incapable 
of recovering from mild disorders and 
injuries not' usually regarded of a 
grave character* Pneumonia, pleurisy, 
fevers, etc:f seenvto have a first mort- 
gage on him, which they foreclose re- 
morselessly at an early opportunity." 


"Adulterants are not the most im- 


portant thing in my estimation; it is 
the beer itself. It stupefies the intel- 
lect, because it is a narcotic, and cumu- 
lative in its effect.

It is dan- 
gerous for a beer drinker to even cut 
his finger. 1 do not J egard beer drink- 
ing- as safe for anyone." 


"A majority of saloonkeepers die 


from dropsy, arising from kidney and 
liver diseases, induced by beer drink- 
ing. My experience has been that sa- 
loon keepers and men working around 
breweries are very liable to these dis- 
eases. . . . I have ahvays believed 
that Ba%> arcl Taylor fell a victim to the 
German beer that he praised so highly. 
He died of BrightVdisease at 50, uhen 
he should have lived, with his consti- 
tution, to a green old age. He \\cnt 
jnst as beer drinkei-s- are going all the 
time and everywhere." 


"Beer drinkers are peculiarly liable 


to die of pneumonia. Their vital pow- 
er, their power of resistance, their vis 
medicatrix naturae, is so lowered that 
they are liable to dro(|>J¥ from any 
form of acute disease, fevers, pneumo- 
nia, etc."

tion to be carried on against beer, and 
with its new and unique setting in 
Barrels and Bottles it acquires addi-

Tree Albnma. 


A noTel and instructive collection is 


that of bark, leaves and blossoms of 
trees, There are very few boys who 
have more than a passirfg acquaint- 
ance with the trees growing in their 
own neighborhood. Most boys know a 
walnut tree when they see it, but if 
they were to take a walk throflgh the 
woods and attempt to name the trees 
they would not go very far before dis- 
covering their ignorance. One way of 
learning the trees is by collecting spec-' 
iniens of bark, leaves and blossoms 
and studying them. Suppose you get 
some pasteboard or stout paper and cut 
It Into sheets, say, eight inches long 
and five wide. Give one sheet to each 
kind of a tree and upon it piste a 
piece of the bark, a leaf and a blossom. 
A piece of bark about three inches long 
and tAvo inches wide would be of £oort 
size. The blossoms should be pressed 
,and dried before they are attached to 
the sheet If the leaves are small, a 
little twig of several leaves may bo 
used. If there is anything remarkable 
about the under side of the leaf, ono 
leaf should be placed with the upper 
side upward. Sheets so arranged ctm 
be sent through the mail, so that boys 
scattered over the country may supply 
one another with specimens-Ameri-

Manila, Oct. 4.—Oapt. J-ohn J. Per- 


shing's column has completely routed 
the M/nciu Moras, 
in the Island of 


Mindanao, killing or wounding 
hundred of them and capturing and 
destroying forty forts. 


No Americans were wounded. 
On Tuesday the Moros retired to 


their largest and strongest fort, on 
the lake shore, and' Wednesday Cap- 
tain. Persliiug ^attacked them, with 
artillery, bombarding the enemy for 
three hours. At noon Lieut. Lpring1, 
k.iding a squad of men, attempted to 
set fire to the fort. 
He crept under 


the walls and started a bUiue, but the 
Moios discovered him and forced the 
Americans to retreat. 


SULTAN LED A SORTIE. 


During the afternoon the sultan of

The Moros abandoned the fort early 


on Thursday, after fifteen hours;

ly alighted from the vehicle, walked 
along the g-.ird'en path an'd up 'the 
steps of the hospital, and was then 
fi'bln to give on intelligent account of 
what had taken place. 


In a similar cas; of self-inflicted 


injury that came before the doctors 
nt 'another London hospital a f«-,v 
months later the would-be suicide, 
after firing a revolver 'bullet into his 
head, WHS discovered smoking his 
pipe as if nothing very serious <had 
happened. 


One of the most interesting facts 


that will occur to anyone who exam-

The 
Chinese are great colonizers along 
the coasts of Asia and -in. the Malay 
archipelago, ,but when they leave 
their native shores they have to go 
to foreign countries.

periments and only 
recently con 


sented to make public the result c 
his laboratory work. 


During all this time the physician 


lias confined his experiments to ca-ts 
dogs, monkeys and other lower ani 
ma Is, and' only upon one occasion 
was it found possible to test the po 
tency of lii& discovery on a human 
being. 
In this solitary 
case 'his 


theory was proved as correct as whe: 
its working's were applied to animals 
of the lower form.

of free ammonia. 


The chemical thus formed, he de- 


clares, is an exact "reproduction, of 
conditions 
existing in the human 


body. Here, however, the volatile 
magnetism'is drawn into the body 
from the atmosphere through
